Commissioners are involved in substantive committee meetings and are expected to
locally represent the Commission through involvement with the Latino community.

Travel reimbursements are provided for
Commission business. Terms are for three years (with an opportunity for a second three-
year term). Commissioners are expected to attend six meetings a year, typically held on
Friday afternoon and Saturday mornings. These meetings are held every other month
throughout the state.
